Miss Me- 
CoWen'S " pure oral " school has been in ex 
islenee now for about twenty years and it is 
time to expeot something In the way of re- 
sults beyond simple public exhibitions of 
little children who are easily taught to 
articulate a few common phrases. 

We would ask you to request her to name 
all whu have gone through her school and 
have later graduated at n college. It is 
I that where a child Is forced to 
forego expression of thought through the 
medium of our language of motion and 

forced to attempt speech at all tunc*, it will 

eventually form the Speech habit and thus 
be " restored tO society " We claim this is 

a fallacy in so far as the claim applies to 
t he (leaf educated by the eclectic system not 

being " restored to society " equally us well. 
Those educated under tiie Kcleetic sysiem 
Who have also gained the accomplishment 
of speech and lip rending certainly are as 
well equipped, and those who have not 

acquired this accomplishment but who are 

able to convcriie Intelligently with pencil 
and paper far outrank the large number 
(th majority) who fail under oral instruc- 
tion to muni ii- a degree of speech that is 

pleasing and intelligible, A little unbiased 

investigation ought to convince you that 
the great, majority of the deaf whose educa- 
tion has been attempted by the BO-oallod 
" pure Oral " system are unable to mingle 
in SOOietj without being singled out as 
defective in speech and to such an extent as 

to render conversation with them beyond 

the most comma place phrHses, not only 
fut ile but disagreeable, much more so than 

when conversation is carried on by quiet 

writing Thus the Claim of ''restoring to 
to any greater extent than we all 

are restored to society through edui 
is. we maintain, defeated.

The following petition is new 
novel, and it. is thought to be the 
best ami strongest of all arguments 
ever brought, signeil by the oraliNts, 
who are in sympathy with the fore- 
going memorial being brought up 
before the Beard of Education by 
the School Committee appointed 1>y 
the Pas-a-Pas Club: 

To the Honorable Hoard of Education of 

Chi, ago : 

We, the undersigned deaf persons, hav- 
ing been educated under the so-called 
"pure oral" method, some of us in 
Europe from which xve came over here, 
beg the privilege of stating that we are in 
with the Memorial being brought 
up lief ore you by some of the otln 
people of the city. We would 1 
against the reappointment of the present 
Supervisor of the Public Schools for the 
ud against any attempt by her or 
any other person or body to foist the pure 
oral method on out public schools for the 
deaf. We know by actual experience and 
lion that not more than 10 or 15 
per cent, of the deaf children can be taught 
with anything like fairly successful results 
by the pure oral method, while the rest of 
them can never hope to attain, even after 
ten or twenty veais' hard study, the aver- 
age oral vocabulary of a five or seven 
old child ill possession of all the five 
senses. We make this assertion with per- 
ntidence of its irrefutability. 

Up-reading at its best is a very poor, iu- 
elVieient and uncertain substitute for heat 
ing ; and it involves too much gues 
in trying to interpret what other people 
say — to the extent that you you 
would never tolerate it in business ot 
social affairs. Cood lip-reading is really a 

v en talent, which onl\ a 
percentage of us may acquire by hard ef- 
fort and under most skillful and patient 
Instruction. 

To the great majority of the deaf, signs 
are, to use railroad parlance, {the " short 
est and most direct route " to the a 
tion of useful, worldly and religious know- 
ledge. In our conversation with the public 
we find writing most certain for us to un- 
derstand or be understood. In these days 
of universal education, xve have 110 more 
trouble from meeting with hearing persons 

iinot understand our exprcssi 
writing or speak to us in this way. When 
ever we attempt to converse with the pub 
lie In articulation and lip c find 

•s handicapped and confused on 
bath sides.
